They 
said it is so dou b le-edged that 
it cou ld b e u sed eventu ally for 
a separate peace with a newly- 
acqu ired satellite.

Adenauer’s 
Conserv ativ es are locked in bit­ 
ter fight with the Socialists for 
control of the Bonn fov cmmcnt 
In the Sept. 6 elections. 
Premier G e o r g i Malenkov 
demonstrated Satu rday night in 
Moscow how mu ch the West 
German elections mean to the 
Kremlin. He b lasted at Aden­ 
au er’s Eu ropean defense policies 
and accu sed the Bonn regime of 
leading Germans toward war for 
the third time this centu ry. Mal­ 
enkov said Adenau er opposed 
u nity 
and

want it. 
Hot Water 
Malenkov 
toasted 
Premier 
Otto Grotewohl. an important 
act of approval for the East 
German Red regime which has 
b een in hot water since its own 
working class rose u p in rioting 
and strikes Ju ne 17. 
American qu arters said this 
simple act of Malenkov’s throws 
more sand in the u nity gears 
than any other thing he cou ld 
have done. Neither Adenau er’s 
government nor his opposition, 
the Socialists, will sit down with 
the Grotewohl cliqu e in any 
tCnlty proposal. This was always 
more or less tru e, b u t the Ju ne 
17 reb ellion clinched it and gave 
the West the potent argu ment 
that the Soviet Zone regime 
represents only itself, not the 
people.
